The Time during which a Child is absent from a School in pur- 
suance of a Licence shall, except where such Licence has been 20 
forfeited by his Misconduct, be deemed to be Part of the Time of his 
Detention in the School, and at the Expiration of the Time allowed 
by the Licence he shall be taken back to the School. 

A Child escaping from the Person with whom he is placed under 
a Licence, or refusing to return to the School on the Eevocation of 25 
his Licence, or at the Expiration of the Time allowed thereby, shall 
be deemed to have escaped from the School.
